other demands from the east.

an even chance that a pleasure 
driving ban will be imposed in Ohio, 
Illinois and Michigan or that "A ’’ 
coupons will be reduced in value 
from the present four gallons to 
something nearer the gallon and a

WASHINGTON, June 9 --Opera­ 
tors and coal mine union leaders 
concluded today there was only one 
thing they Could agree upon in their 
wage dispute—their conversations on 
the subject were ‘‘farcial." 
As a result, only a decision by 
the war labor board acceptable to 
both sides seemed to be the way of 
a vet ting another coal strike on the 
first dav of summer—June 1. Jolut 
L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers, tcld his fOO.OCO fol­ 
lowers to work only until then while 
the negotiations proceeded. 
Lewis strode from the parley yes­ 
terday with an assertion it was "a 
farcial proceeding in every way.” 
He said the operators, still refusing 
to field to his $2 a day pay increase 
for each miner, were "sullen and 
morose" about the whole proposal. 
He said their attitude was "an in­ 
sult to the coal miners and the na­ 
tional interest."

By sea and air. Allied fighting men bludgeoned Italy’s Mediter­ 
ranean citadels of Pantelleria, Sardinia and Sicily and stepped up tire 
assault of Axis-occupied Greece in widespread sweeps against the under 
side of Europe, it was officially disclosed today. 
Italian headquarters announced that the garrison at Pantelleria 
had refused an invitation to surrender. 
While the world awaited fulfillment of Prime Minister Churchill’s 
frank warning to Adolf Hitler that "amphibious operations of peculiar 
complexity and hazard on a large scale are approaching," Allied com­ 
muniques announced these blows over a 48-hour period; 
Pantelleria—for the sixth time in little more than a week, Allied 
cruisers and destroyers shelled the “Italian G ibraltar” yesterday, achiev­ 
ing satisfactory results without suffering either casualties or damage. 
Bombers from the African com­ 
mand also pounded the volcanto

DOES ANYONE KNOW? 


Walter Lippmann's discovery 
that 
States hasn't had any foreign policy since the turn 
of the century suggests that some other close student 
of affairs may startle the public some day soon by 
declaring there hasn't been any fiscal policy, either. 
One of the minor mysteries of the moment is why 
the compromise Income tax reform bill is being lie 
by the White House, though Its provisions would 
Jlitft effect July 1 and are being complicated by 
each day's delay. 
Another mystery is what the ad­ 
ministration intends to do with its own often re­ 
peated demand for $16,000,000.000 in new taxes, be­ 
ginning July 1; apparently nothing whatever has 
been done about this. 
Still another is the sharp 
difference of opinion within the government over 
the question of whether it is necessary to bother 
about such things at all, a difference ably reported 
by Harold C. Moulton of the Brookings Institution 
in ‘‘The New Philosophy of Public Debt”. 
Ordinarily, when these things happen in govern­ 
ment the ordinary citizen assumes that someone 
somewhere knows what it is all about, but It is be­ 
ginning to look suspiciously as though no one any­ 
where understands what this is all about

The Spanish government’s plan to humanize bomb­ 
ing comes so late in the game that it amounts to a 
proposal to change the rules for the benefit of one 
of the belligerents. 
Spain, as the France government knows now. was 
used as an experimental laboratory to test war tech­ 
niques when Germany and Italy backed its leader’s 
insurrection against the Spanish republic.

humanized bombing favored by Italy in its early 
conquests and later applied with full force by the 
Germans against their unprepared victims was tried 
out on Spanish lives first. 
The Axis predetermined what kind of a war this 
would be when they chose the strategy and tactics.
